REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 

For  the  year  ending  31st  December.  1963* 


Mr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I  present,  for  your  consideration,  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Wisbech  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1963. 

During  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  notified  all  local 
authorities  that  he  was  willing  to  consider  applications  to  add 
fluoride  to  water  supplies  which  do  not  already  contain  one  part 
per  million  from  natural  sources.  Wisbech  Rural  District  Council 
decided  to  tell  the  Water  Board  that  they  would  like  fluoride  added 
to  the  water.  However,  as  all  authorities  served  by  the  Board  are 
not  agreeable  to  this  addition,  the  matter  has,  for  the  present  been 
held  in  abeyance.  However,  as  the  vast  majority  of  medical  and 
dental  authorities  in  this  country  support  the  idea  of  artificial 
fluoridation  of  water  I  hope  that,  in  the  future,  Wisbech  and  District 
Water  Board  will  be  able  to  reconsider  the  matter. 

J  would  like  to  record  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Grant  and  the  whole 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  help.  I  think  too, 
that  it  should  be  said  that  the  relationships  of  that  Department 
with  our  colleagues  in  the  Borough  and  County  Service,  Hospital 
Service,  the  Laboratory  Service  and  Family  Practice  are  of  a  very 
high  order.  This  is  something  for  which  I  am  most  grateful.  Finally, 
I  must  say,  that  the  interest,  guidance  and  support  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  were  of  the  greatest  help 
to  me.

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IMPROVEIvIENT  GRANTS 


Applications  for  grants  for  tlie  improvement  of  private  dwellings 
have  "been  dealt  with  jointly  by  the  Public  Health  and  Architect’s 
Departments  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  year  Discretionary 
Grants  v/ere  approved  for  9  houses  to  a  total  of  £2,008.  Standard 
Grants  v/ere  approved  for  25  houses  to  a  total  of  £3^034* 

The  figures  of  properties  improved  show  a  significant  rise  and 
one  must  assume  that  the  advertising  and  propaganda  issued  in  respect 
of  improvements  to  houses  is  making  an  appreciable  impact  on  the 
public • 

BUILDING  BYELAWS  - 


The  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  under  the  Building 
Byelaws,  the  preparation  of  reports  to  the  Planning  Committee  and 
subsequent  inspection  of  work  in  progress,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department*  During  the  year  222  plans  were  dealt  with. 
It  is  sometimes  not  appreciated  how  much  building  advisory  work  the 
department  deals  with  in  the  year  covering  both  the  byelaw  and 
planning  aspect  of  the  work, 

CESSPOOL,  PRIVY  EMPTYING  AND  COUNCIL’S  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  PLANTS  - 

During  the  year  emptying  operations  were  carried  out  by  the 
use  of  two  vehicles,  a  Thames  Trader  emptier  with  a  capacity  of 
1,000  gallons  and  a  Dennis  cesspool  emptier  with  a  750  gallon 
capacity.  Each  vehicle  with  a  crew  of  two  men.  The  work  done  by 
the  two  vehicles  consisted  of  the  emptying  of  1,8l6  domestic  cesspools 
and  privies  producing  1,935  loads,  i06  loads  of  sludge  v/ere  removed 
from  the  Council’s  s;ewage  disposal  plants  on  17  housing  estates,  I 
v/ould  like  here  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
vehicles  crews  during  the  bitter  weather  of  tne  winter. 

The  standard  of  effluent  from  most  of  the  Council’s  sewage 
plants  has  showed  little  improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new 
move  by  the  Council  to  instal  a  new  type  of  activated  sludge  process 
disposal  plant  will  lead  to  the  production  of  a  satisfactory 
effluent  for  discharge  into  dykes.  The  figu'^es  of  emptying  given 
above  indicates  the  gradual  but  inevitable  burden  which  the  service 
now  has  to  deal  with  and  which  of  course  will  get  bigger  each  year. 

The  disposal  problem  still  remains  our  bigges:t  headache  and  the 
failure  of  the  ’Oxigest’  plant  at  Guyhirn  to  deal  with  cesspool 
contents  was  a  big  disappointment,  because  it  threw  us  back  to  our 
dependance  on  disposal  on  the  land.  A  payment  is  made  to  persons 
taking  cesspool  contents  onto  their  land  of  half  a  crown  a  load  but 
this  incentive  has  not  produced  the  desired  effect.  Certain  other 
methods  of  disposal  were  suggested  and  these  are  now  being 
investigated. 
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Although  there  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the 
inadequacy  of  cesspool  drainage  in  the  area,  the  Council  did  deal 
with  the  question  of  sewering  certain  parts  of  the  rural  district, 
it  being  appreciated  that  main  drainage  is  now  only,.  ;just  around  the 
comer  being  necessary  to  handle  the  increasing  growth  of  the 
district  and  improvements  being  carried  out  therein. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  - 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  over  almost 
the  whole  of  the  district,  together  with  a  twice  weekly  collection 
for  about  seven  months  of  the  year  from  the  Agricultural  Camp  at 
Pridaybridge.  The  service  is  operated  by  a  crew  of  tv/o  men  with  one 
vehicle. 

During  the  year  approximately  2,360  tons  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  tipped  and  again  I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  work  of  the  crew  during  the  bitter  weather  of  the  winter. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  the  Wisbech  Canal  and  this 
Council  shares  these  facilities  with  the  Marshland  Rural  District 
Councjl  and  the  Borough  of  Wisbech.  Progress  here  has  been 
satisfactory.  The  John  Deere  Lanz  tractor  bulldozer  digs  soil,  the 
hole  is  back  filled  with  refuse  and  then  covered  with  the  excavated 
soil.  It  was  felt  by  the  Council  however,  that  more  mechanical  aids 
were  needed  especially  on  the  digging  side  of  the  operations  and 
investigations  into  this  were  being  carried  out.  As  anticipated 
local  firms  are  taking  full  advantage  of  utilizing  the  tipping 
facilities  for  trade  refuse,  but  a  fair  portion  of  the  refuse 
co-incides  with  the  fruit  seasons.  A  fixed  charge  is  made  for  trade 
refuse  based  on  weight. 

Increases  in  the  collection  area  were  again  made  and  with  the 
general  overall  increase  in  the  volume  of  rei’use  and  volume  is 
stressed  here  because  the  size  of  the  vehicle  and  the  long  hauls 
involved  again  pin  point  the  need  for  a  very  much  larger  vehicle  to 
cut  travelling  time  to  a  minimum.  Investigations  are  being  carried 
out  in  this  direction.  A  salvage  system  is  in  operation  and  all 
types  of  materials  are  salvaged  and  sold  through  a  local  firm.  The 
revenue  for  the  year  was  £190  after  deduction  of  the  collectors* 
bonuses . 

FOOD  - 

There  was  no  change  in  regard  to  food  premises  generally, 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  those  used  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  milk. 
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All  food  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  occupiers 
were  requested  to  give  attention  to  contraventions  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

Two  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
SLAUGHTERHOUSE  ACT.  1958  - 

The  district  is  served  hy  one  slaughterhouse  owned  and  operated 
bu  Mr.  N.V.  Gagen  of  Gorefield.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ~  MEAT  INSPECTION  - 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force  in  October  and 
by  resolution  the  Council  agreed  to  charge  the  maximum  fees  for 
carcase  inspection.  All  carcases  so  inspected  are  stamped.  It  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  for  the  inspector  to  be  always  present  at 
the  dressing  of  the  carcases  but  the  inspection  was  carried  out  as 
soon  as  was  practicable.  The  income  from  the  inspection  fees  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  was  17*  6. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960  - 

\  site  licence  for  a  single  caravan  was  issued  in  respect  of 
one  caravan.  There  is  a  permanent  residential  site  in  the  area,  a 
further  extension  to  the  existing  site  has  been  made  to  house  a 
further  twenty  seven  caravans.  A  satisfactory  standard  was 
maintained  during  the  year.  A  request  was  made  by  the  Wisbech 
Borough  Council  to  consider  the  making  of  a  financial  contribution 
in  the  event  of  it  being  decided  jointly  to  provide  and  maintain  a 
caravan  site  to  accommodate  seasonal  van  dwellers.  It  was  agreed 
however,  at  a  meeting  in  February  that  there  was  no  immediate 
problem  in  this  area. 

RODENT  CONTROL  - 

Under  existing  arrangements  a  part  time  operator  deals 
regularly  with  Council  property  including  sewage  plants.  The  whole 
length  of  the  Wisbech  Canal  to  be  used  for  refuse  disposal  Is 
constantly  treated  by  this  same  operator.  There  were  no  heavy 
infestations  reported  during  the  year. 

Advice  and  instructions  were  given  to  the  public  by  the 
department  necessitated  either  from  direct  complaint  or  if  found 
during  routine  inspections  of  property. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS 


Three  new  petroleum  tanks  were  installed  in  the  district 
during  the  year  and  the  necessary  inspections  carried  out  prior 
to  the  tank  installation. 

WATER  SUPPLY  - 

This  service  is  provided  hy  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board,  monthly  summaries  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  examina¬ 
tions  are  sent  through  to  this  department.  The  results  have  been 
of  a  very  high  standard  and  there  was  no  contamination  calling  for 
special  action  by  this  department.  A  short  table  of  examination
